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This  bibliography  is  intended  as  a  resource  for  students 
in  this  course  and  for  students  of  neighborhoods  in  general. 
I  have  tried  to  select  works  which  link  standard  approaches  to 
urban  sociology  with  the  specialized  work  in  the  social-psychology 
of  the  urban  neighborhood.  Using  this  as  a  base  I  have  attempted 
to  compile  a  fairly  complete  bibliography  on  communes,  counter- 
culture and  philosophical  critiques  of  contemporary  American 
society  and  the  organizational  alternative  to  it. 

I  have  concentrated  almost  exclusively  on  works  which 
have  been  published  in  standard  sources.  I  have  attempted  to 
collect  all  books  of  readings  relevant  to  the  area.
